‘Genetal Situation 


From my ‘point. of ‘view, the general situation is “much 
more satisfactory than. it was a year ago. This, is largely 
explained by the fact) that I have now become more. thor- 
oughly acquainted with«the schools, the teachers, and, to 
some extent with the people of the community. ‘Through 
this inereased acquaintanceship of schools, and teachers 
there has arisen. a finer spirit of response and co-operation, 
and this has been a matter of very great satisfaction, ~

Teachers. - 

Very’ fortunately there were but few chilies! in the 
teaching force this year.. Miss Charlotte Webb succeeded 
Miss Munn in the Stetson school, and Mr. Pike is teach- 
ing the Chesley school .instead of Miss Poland, All the 
other schools remain under the same teachers who taught 
them last year. The teacher is the factor of the school 
which is of greatest-importance. Without a good teacher 
we cannot have a good school, and a thoroughly good teach- 
er is very much worth retaining in a school for a period 
of time. I feel that’ the teachers this year are doing very 
much better work than’ was being done a year ago. This 
may be due in: part’ to the’ fact that the superintendent and 
teachers are now better acquainted with each other, and 
can thus work together understandingly and in complete 
co-operation. I am pleased to commend the teachers for 
the splendid spirit with which they are doing their work. 
Lyme is fortunate in its teachers. 
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Buildings 

The problem of school buildings never seems to be 
solved, Much has. been done to make the buildings conform 
to the regulations of the State Department, particularly. 
in the matter of lghting. I would suggest two other 
matters: in which important improvements should be made. 
First, the toilets should be arranged in every case so that 
they ean be entered, only from the school building. They 
should be: constructed with fly-tight vaults, and properly 
ventilated. Until, this is properly done there will always 
be dissatisfaction. with the toilet arrangements of the schools. 


The second matter is the heating. The stoves in all 
rooms so heated, should: be jacketed. This would add 
greatly to the comfort and health of the children.I am in- 
elined to think also that in the long run it would be in the 
interest of economy. 

Tt is desirable that the buildings be made and kept, not 
only comfortable, but thoroughly sanitary, and as far as 
possible the living conditions thus provided for the children 
should be model. For in this way the children are being 
trained in a very important matter. 


Books 


Some improvements have been made in the matter of 
books. New textbooks in English have replaced various 
old texts that were being used, also new Geographies have 
been supplied. New American Histories are replacing the 
older texts. In like manner the Arithmetics should be made 
uniform throughout the town. Much new reading material 
has been supplied. All the schools have been equipped 
with new dictionaries. We are limited by our budget in 
the amount that can be spent for books, so improvements 
in this line must be gradual, but should be made a matter 
of careful study.

The ‘attendance’ ‘record: for -the year ' eledinig in June 
- showéd considerable improvement over that of the -previous 
~ year; ‘but not so much-as the better weather conditions would 
seem to: warrant. Some: schools. had ‘exceptionally:.good 
records,” while others -had- inexcusably poor records. ‘Thé 
general efficiency of a school is, to quite a degree, affected 
by the regularity of -attendance. A-~school with very ir- 


\" regular attendance cannot do good work. Parents who are 


properly concerned“ for tle well. being of: their children 
will see to it that:their children are in school regularly. In 
no one thing ¢an the:hoine co-operate with the school. more 
effectively. » 1 would .ask: this. muchsof parents. that:.even 
by some sacrifice, if. necessary, they make. sure that-.:their 
ehildren are in regular attendance all the. time the school is 
in-session.. And I ask.this not simply, that;the law which 
‘requires. it may be observed, but more ae that the 
. ehildren eoncerned may; benefit:. thereby.. hyabeoue

’ "The last item, the number of cases of tardiness, aver- 
ages more than five per pupil, and is altogether too large. 


I would like to see this very greatly reduced for the pres- 
ent year. 


Changes in the School Law. 


The last legislature made some changes in the Law of 
1919 that are of interest and should be understood. 


The town must now raise $5 on a thousand of its 
equalized valuation instead of the assessed valuation for 
the support of the elementary schools in order to be en- 
titled to State aid, and then if the State appropriation for 
the purpose is not sufficient to pay all, as is the case this 
year, those towns seeming to be least needy are to receive 
little or no state aid. Lyme received last year $4,156.33. 
This year the town receives $3,804.10, and will be granted 
the same amount next year. The difference is quite made 
by the increased amount that the $5 tax yields. 


The law, whereby the state under certain conditions, 
rebated a part of the high school tuition paid by the town, 
was repealed. The whole instead of half of the excess 
salary paid the superintendent must now be paid by the 
several districts of his Union. 


The essential feature of the law, however, remained 


unchanged. 


We still have too many small schools, too small to be 
efficient or economical. There are possibilities of making 
some consolidations, and I am inclined to think that this 
can be done in one or two instances to an advantage, both 
in the matter of efficiency and economy. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the members of the 
Board for hearty co-operation and support in all matters 
pertaining to the wellbeing of the schools.
